Students 
are  forced  to  take  up  lodgings  in 
many  instances  under  conditions  and 
surroundings  which  are  not  conducive 
to  the  proper  social  ad  moral  de- 
velopment sought  for  at  the  church 
university.  A girls’  dormitory  can  be 
made  an  ideal  center  of  culture  and 
educational  opportunities.  Around  this 
dormitory  will  be  built  playgrounds, 
tennis  courts,  field  hockey  courts  and 
every  opportunity  afforded  the  wom- 
en of  the  university  for  wholesome 
leisure. 

The  movement  to  secure  a girls’ 
dormitory  at  the  B.  Y.  U.  originated 
among  the  college  girls  of  the  insti- 
tution and  will  be  carried  forward  al- 
most wholly  by  the  co-eds  themselves 
It  appears  that  they  have  received 
reasonable  assurance  from  the 
church  that  whatever  funds  they  may 
be  able  to  secure  towards  the  proj- 
ect will  be  at  least  duplicated  by  con- 
tributions from  the  Church. 

The  big  drive  will  be  under  way  in 
Provo  within  a week  or  ten  days. 
Every  citizen  in  Provo  will  be  first 
button-holed  by  the  college  girls  and 
will  be  asked  to  make  substantial 
contributions  towards  the  worthy

•This  has  been  accomplished  largely  through 
the  efforts  of  Professor  Sauer  who  has  a won- 
derful Chamber  music  library  gathered  from 
all  over  Europe  and  America,  and  who  has 
given  his  time  freely  in  training  and  cultivat- 
ing the  performers  of  this  kind  of  music.

CAN  THE  U.  OF  U.  STILL  DO  IT? 


Every  city  prides*itself  upon  its  numeri- 
cal growth.  When  its  population  doubles — 
all  rejoice  because  it  creates  demands  which 
develop  commercialism  and  gives  every  ap- 
parent indication  of  progress.

As  the  eighteenth  annual  track  and  field 
meet  draws  near  it  is  interesting  to  turn  back 
the  pages  of  the  old  White  and  Blue  history 
and  see  what  took  place  in  the  beginning  of 
track  and  field  meets  between  the  Utah  Uni- 
versities. Following  is  an  account  of  the  sec- 
ond annual  meet.  It  was  held  on  the  “Y” 
campus : 

From  the  “White  and  Blue”,  May  25,  1904 

At  2 :30  in  the  afternoon  the  second  an- 
nual field*  and  track  meet  began.  The  major- 
ity of  the  B.  Y.  U.  enthusiasts  occupied  the 
grandstand  with  the  U.  of  U.  “rooters”  on  the 
bleachers- opposite.  The  “Saints”  and  “Aggies” 
contented  themselves  with  be'ing  mixed  and 
scattered  anywhere  and  everywhere.  Once  or 
twice  the  Cache  Valley  boys  gave  vent  to 
their  feelings ; but  never  during  the  day  did 
we  hear  anything  stirring  from  the  Saints,  not 
even  their  antiquated  “Strawberry  short  cake, 
gooseberry  pie,”  etc. 

In  the  one  hundred  yard  dash  Whitney 
distinguished  himself  by  covering  the  distance 
in  10  seconds  flat,  breaking  the  state  record 
by  1-5  of  a second.  Moore  hit  the  tape  sec- 
ond, and  the  U.  of  U.  had  eight  points  to  the 
yard. 

In  the  half  mile  run  our  champion  Stall- 
ings went  down  before  Wade,  the  plucky  run- 
ner of  the  U.  of  U.  At  the  sound  of  the  pistol 
Pitt  set  a terrific  pace  which  Wade  followed. 
Stallings  attempted  to  do  likewise  but  was  un- 
able to  endure  the  terrible  grind.  Wade  won 
out  by  a 15  yard  lead,  the  time  being  2:8  1-3. 
This  does  not  touch  Stallings’  state  record  of 
2:4. 

The  220  yard  dash  was  won  by  Whitney  and 
Moore  in  the  excellent  time  of  22  1-5  seconds. 

Probably  the  most  surprising  event  of  the 
day  was  the  remarkable  work  of  Captain 
Adams  of  the  B.  Y.  U.  He  may  easily  be 
rated  with  the  world’s  best  vaulters.  Russell 
of  the  U.  of  U.  crowded  him  to  the  eleven  foot 
mark,  and  when  the  bamboo  was  raised  six 
inches  it  was  cleared  by  a large  margin.  The 
pole  was  then  raised  three  inches,  and  again 
the  Provo  Captain  bounded  over  without 
touching  any  part  of  his  body.  Urgent  re- 
quests that  he  try  for  the  world’s  record  were 
flung  around,  but  on  account  of  having  to 
enter  two  more  events  he  declined.  [Next 
year  we  look  to  Captain  Adams  to  establish’ 
and  pass  the  world’s  record  of  12  feet. 

In  the  quarter  mile  run  Rideout  and  But- 
ler won  over  Stallings, .Yelly’s  yell: 

“You’ll  have  to  Russell, 

You’ll  have  to  Wade, 

You’ll  have  to  Rideout, 

You’ll  have  to  go  some,”  was  of  no  effect; 
our  runner  could  not  gather  himself.  Ridout 
took  the  lead  and  held  it,  finishing  in  53  1-3 
seconds.

In  an  attempt  to  free  itself  from  the 
opprobrium  that  rightly  falls  upon  those  who 
misrepresent,  the  “Chronicle,”  to  justify  its 
criticism  of  Young  University’s  non-partici- 
pation in  baseball  this  season,  subtly  takes 
recourse  in  the  minutes  of  the  tentative  dis- 
cussions of  the  representatives  of  the  three 
Utah  schools.

SECTION  I. 

Membership 

All  duly  registered  students  who 
have  paid  the  regular  yearly  Student 
Body  fee  are  hereby  declared  mem- 
bers of  this  organization. 

SECTION  II. 

Privileges  of  Members

is  privileged  to  speak  at  any  meeting 
of  the  Student  Body  or  of  the  Stu- 
dent Body  Council,  or  to  vote  at  any 
election,  or  to  hold  any  office  at  the 
disposal  of  this  organization,  except 
as  herein  otherwise  provided: 

ARTICLE  III. 

SECTION  I. 

Officers 

Tile  officers  of  this  organization 
shall  be  a President,  a First  Vice 
President,  a Second  Vice  President,  a 
Secretary  and  Historian,  a Treasurer, 
a Purchasing  Agent,  a Managing 
Editor  of  “The  Y News,”  a Manag- 
ing Editor  of  the  “White  and  Blue,” 
a Managing  Editor  of  “The  Y’s  Guy,” 
a Managing  Editor  of  the  “Banyan, 
a Manager  of  Athletics,  a Manager  of 
Forensics,  a Manager  of  Dramatics, 'an 
Assistant  Manager  of  Athletics,  and 
a Cheermaster. 

SECTION  II. 

Executive  Committees: 

The  executive  powers  of  this  or- 
ganization shall  be  vested  in:  (1)  a 
Student  Body  Council;  (2)  a Finance 
Committee;  (3)  an  Athletic  Com- 
mittee; (4)  a Lyceum  Committee. 

SECTION  III. 

Personnel  of  Committees 

(1)  The  Student  Body  Council 
shall  consist  of  the  President,  the 
First  Vice  President,  the  Second  Vice 
President,  the  President  of  the  Insti- 
tution, one  Member  of  the  Faculty  to 
be  appointed  by  the  Student  Body 
Council,  the  Managing  Editor  of  “The 
Y News,”  the  Athletic  Manager,  the 
Forensic  Manager,  one  representative 
to  be  chosen  jointly  by  the  Editors  of 
the  “Banyan,”  “The  Y’s  Guy,”  and 
the  White  and  Blue,”  one  represen- 
tative from  the  Senior  Class,  one  rep- 
resentative from  the  Junior  Class,  one 


representative  from  the  Sophomore 
Class,  one  representative  from  the 
Freshman  Class,  and  one  representa-

Officers. 

SECTION  I. 

By  Whom  Elected. 

(1)  The  President,  the  First  Vice 
President,  the  Secretary  and  His- 
torian, the  Managing  Editor  of  “The 
Y News,”  and  Managing  Editor  of 
the  “Banyan,”  the  Manager  of  Foren- 
sics, and  the  Cheermaster  -shall  be 
elected  by  the  students  of  the  Univer- 
sity. 

(2)  The  Second  Vice  President, 
the  Managing  Editor  of  “The  Y’s 
Guy,”  and  the  Managing  Editor  of 
the  “White  and  Blue,”  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Student  Body  Council 
at  the  beginning  of  each  year. 

(3)  The  Treasurer  of  the  Student 
Body  and  the  Purchasing  Agent  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  Student  Body 
Council. 

(4)  The  Assistant  Athletic  Man- 
ager shall  be  appointed  by  the*  Ath- 
letic Council;  said  appointment  to  be 
ratified  by  the  Student  Body  Council. 
He  shall  automatically  become  Ath- 
letic Manager  for  the  year  following 
his  appointment. 

(5)  The  Dramatic  Manager  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  Head  of  the 
Dramatic  Art  Department;  said  ap- 
pointment to  be  ratified  by  the  Stu- 
dent Body  Council.

Qualifications. 

(1)  No  student  shall  be  eligible  for 
election  to  the  office  of  Student  Body 
President  unless  he  shall  have,  at  the 
time  of  his  election,  seventy-five  hours 
of  College  credit,  and  shall  have  been 
registered  for  at  least  two  consecutive 
quarters  preeeeding  his  election. 

(2)  No  student  shall  be  eligible  for 
election  to  the  office  of  Managing 
Editor  of  “The  Y News”  unless  he 
shall  have,  at  the  time  of  his  election, 
seventy-five  hours  of  College  credit. 
He  must  also  be,  recommended  by  a

ARTICLE  V. 

Public  Service  Bureau 


SECTION  I. 

Purpose. 

The  purpose  of  the  Public  Service

ARTICLE  VI. 

The  Block  “Y”. 

The  Block  “Y”  shall  be  the  official 
letter  of  the  Student  Body.  It  shall 
be  awarded  only  in  the  following 
cases: 

(1)  To  participants  in  intercolle- 
giate activities. 

(2)  To  all  Student  Body  officers, 
providing  that  such  block  “Y”  shall 
be  superimposed  upon  a-  beehive 
background. 

(3)  To  all  Students  who  receive 
Bachelor  degrees  from  the  institution, 
provided  that  such  block  “Y”  shall 
be  studded  with  pearls. 

(4)  The  Student  Body  .Council 
shall  have  power  in  cases  of  special 
merit,  upon  three-fourths  vote  of  that 
body  to  award  the  block  “Y”.  - 

ARTICLE  VII. 

Recall  of  Officers 

And  officer  of  the  Student  Body 
may  be  recalled  by  the  unanimous 
vote  of  the  Student  Body  Council,  or 
by  three-fourths  vote  of  the  Student 
Body.  Recall,  may  result  from  any 
acts  or  act  incompatible  with  the  high 
standards  of  the  Brigham  Young 
University. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 
Amendments 

Lliis  constitution  may  be  altered  or 
amended  by  a three-fifths  majority 
vote  of  the  Student  Body  at  a special 
election  called  for  that  purpose.  This 
vote  shall  be  taken  by  Australian 
ballot. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

By-Laws 

\ 

The  Student  Body  Council  shall 
have  the  authority  to  enact  such  By- 
Laws  from  time  to  time  as  it  may 
deem  necessary  and  proper  for  the 
regulation  of  all  student  affairs,  pro- 
vided that  such  By-Laws  so  enacted 
shall  not  conflict  with  the  provisions 
of  this  constitution.
